Washington—Most government com- 


missions appointed to investigate spe- 
cific industries file their reports and 
that's the last heard of them. 
The 


national capital today witnesses the 
rare circumstance of gui industry that 
lias profited by the government's ad 
vice and comes back to express its 
gratitude. 


Three years ago the electric railway 


Industry representing an investment 
of five billion dollars was on the verge 
of collapse. One-sixth of its total mile- 
srge, a litte more than 8,000 miles of 
tiack was bankrupt, 
abandoned 
or 


junked owing to increased costs of 
labor and materials growing out of the 
war. As costs went up, many electric 
companies found themselves bound 
band and foot by the 5 cent fare and 
often had to appeal to the courts to 
icmove legal barriers. The relief was 


o slow that a plea was made to Pres- 
ident Wilson to appoint an unbiased 
commission to investigate tho situa- 
tion--and recommend remedies. 


TAKE U. S. ADVICE 


The commission started work fn 


1938 and finished its report in July 
3920. 
Practically all the companies 


adopted the principal recommendations 
snd now after three years of operation, 
these companies represented by the 
American Electric Railway 
associa- 


tion arc holding a convention for thc 
very purpose of showing that it has 
followed the government's advice and 
to emphasize that the 
industry is 


gradually getting back on its feet. 


The highest fare charged in any city 


now is 10 cents. More than 100 cities 
have that rate. The average fare is 
7 cents. Not more than 25 cities have 
been able to retain the 5 cent fares 
and in a majority of cases there is 
charge for transfers which 
really 


makes the tota,l revenue higher. 


"Wages have gone- down some but 


ihey are still higher than pre-war lev- 
Ms. Material cost* -have dropped to 
some extent but they too are 
still 


above the pre-war range. 


APPEAL TO PUBLIC 


The principal recommendations of 


the commission were that companies 
should effect greater operating econ 
omles and seek to improve public re 
lations. Thc latter was particularly 
emphasized because it was held that 
when the public understood the situa 
tion it would look more sympathetical 
ly on measures for relief. Hence many 
companies have come to realize the im 
portance of rendering better service 
end laving all their cards on the table. 


Incidentally the number of strikes in 


the last three years has been small. 
The biggest strikes occurred in Buf- 
falo and Chicago. William H. Mahon, 
president of the National Street Car 
men's union was a member of the gov- 
rrnment commission and proved him- 
self to be in thorough sympathy witn 
the carrying out of the government 
plan. 


Will the 5-ccnt

First National's Levy Of $17,- 


159 At Stake In Test Of 
Court Decision—Two Others 
Pay Taxes Under Protest 


The First National bank ot? Apple- 


ton has withheld its tax of $17,159 on 
its capital stock and has threatened 
to sue the city if the amount Is arbi- 
trarily collected. It is possible that the 
city council will at an early meeting 
take action toward defending itself. 


Although the Citizens National bank 


paid its tax on its capital and surplus 
remittance was mado under protest 
that it is illegal for a city to impose 
a tax on national bank stock. Outa- 
gamie County bank, although a state 
bank, also paid its capital stock tax 
under protest. Appleton State bank 
paid without protest. 


Withholding of thc First National 


bank tax and payment under protest 
by the Citizens National bank is bas-3d 
upon a supreme court decision made in 
a Richmond. Va., case about 
two 


years ago, holding that stock of na- 
tional banks cannot be assessed at any 
higher rate than that imposed upon 
moneyed capital of private individuals. 
Since monej-s and credits in the hands 
of private individuals are exempt from 
taxation on account of the income tax. 
it has been questioned whether any as 
sessment can be made against nations 
bank stock in this state at all. 


WILLING TO PAY 


President R. S. Powell of the First 


National bank said in an 
interview 


that "the bank will pay its just tax pro- 
.vided the city council 
compromise 


with*it on an income tax basis. Mr. 
Powell calls attention to similar ac 
tion in other cities. 


Mayor Henry Renter appeared to be 


incensed over the request of the First 
National bank on the ground that the 
board of equalization, following 
the 


assessment last summer, had already 
made concisions to the bank. 


"When Mr. Powell appeared before 


the board of equalization last summer 
he declared the bank had losses which 
did not appear in the statement." the 
mayor said. "An allowance of $51,000 
was made and deducted from 
the 


amount of taxable stock. Mr. Powell 
at that time gave the board to under- 
stand that the bank would pay the 
tax, if the adjustment were made. 
The board made the adjustment, and 
now the bank still refuses to pay. I 
am utterly opposed to making any 
further adjustment" 


The mayor had no comments 
to 


make on the validity of the - legal 
claim of the First National bank.

Tho principal that permits the ra,- 


dio fan to hear concerts 
from afar, 


without the use of connecting wires, 
is being adopted to mechanical en- 
gineering, so that a great deal of 
waste energy is being reclaimed. 


This is the principle of oscillation. 


. AVhen a. radio listener times in on 
a transmitting station, 
he sets his 


instrument to the same wave length 
as that of the station 
ho wants to 


hear. 
AVhen these wave lengths co- 


incide, the sound oscillations on the 
transmitted wave length are taken 
up Ipy the receiving apparatus. 


It is the same method by which one 


tuning fork takes up the pitch, or 
sound, set up on another tuning fork 
of the same size and construction.- 


MUCH ENERGY' W)ST 


In 
mechanical 
engineering, 
this 


principle of oscillations 'is being ap- 
plied so as to take up lost energy es- 
pepially on engines 
and other ap- 


paratus whose motion changes back 
and forth. 
Each change is opposed 


by the resistance 
of tho machine's 


own inertia, so that a great deal of 
energy has to be spent 611 overcom- 
ing this resistance, before any power 
can be used for the productive pur- 
pose of the machine. 


Scientists 
were 
almost ready "1o 


give up the problem of recovering 
this great loss of power, when a Berlin 
radio and mechanical engineer named 
Schieferstein hapephed upon the solu- 
tion In the application of the oscilla- 
tion principle. 


According to Schieferstein'a discov- 


ery, the motion of any reciprocating 
engine—that is, one whose direction 
of motion changes regularly—is made 
part of an oscillatory system, so that 
Instead of using its own power to 
overcome its inertia on each change 
of motion, it is aided to a 'considerable 
degree by the oscillations of an appa- 
ratus designed by Schieferstein. 


SERVES AS BOOSTER 


By oscillating at the same rate at 


which the engine moves, this appar- 
atus serves as a booster, to overcome 
the power lost in combating the iner- 
tia of the engine. 


A year's test of this principle with 


a harvesting machine showed an av- 
erage of only 55 power units were 
spent as against an 
average of be- 


tween 105 and 155 units without the 
aid of the oscillator. 


This same 
theory 
is applied 
to 


flocks of birds, says 
the discovered. 


They fly in unison, even though some 
of the birds are. stronger than others 
in the flock, because the movement of 
their wings is alike. Thus, nil are mu- 
tually tuned to the same oscillation, 
so that the stronger birds can trans- 
mit some of their oscillatory power 
to the weaker.

Iruc of practically everything the farmer 
raises. 
Neither markets nor prices are 


determined by politicians or politics, but 
by economic, laws over which they have 
not the slightest control.

The orange and ci- 
trus growers of California a few-years ago 
had the most difficult problem's to solve. 
They faced Ilic alternative, of demoralized 
markets and financial disaster unless they 
effected control over their mvn industry.

Growers exchange, with its standardized 
products and its consolidated finances and 
economy, is in complete control over the 
destiny and prosperity of its members.

not offer even a ray of hope to the, Cali- 
fornia growers, nor did it contribute in 
the least degree to making these growers 
independent and the master of their own 
affairs. 


The same facts apply to the cherry 


growers in Door county. 
They apply as 


well to the immense dairy interests of* 
"Wisconsin. 
Their way to assured profits 


and prosperity is through organization, 
not political organization but business or- 
ganization. 
"What the dairy interests can 


do through biibuiess organization, other 
branches of farming can do with equal 
success. The sooner the farmers and dai- 
rymen of "Wisconsin turn their eyes away 
from the saviors at Madison, cease to be 
Jed \>y politicians and give, their atten- 
tion to organized business effort the soon- 
ec^thcy -will improve their condition and 
come into 'their own. 


RUPTURE BETWEEN GREAT 


BRITAIN AND FRANCE 


The breach between Great Britain and 


France evidently has reached the state at

ment, especially for the Ituhr invasion, 
and Premier Poineare has made an infor- 
mal, but complete reply to the Marquis of 
Grewe, the British ambassador in Paris. 


France is aggrieved because, she says, 


Great Britain contrived to have the 
French reparations pared to virtually 
nothing. France accuses Great Britain of 
unfriendliness aiid oWplicity in Asia Min- 
or, in Russia, at the "Washington arms 
conference, and at Lausanne, France in 
substance charges Great Britain with 
mercenary diplomacy. ' 


Reparations rqfords seems to bear out 


Premier Poineare's allegations that it was 
through the maneuvering of former Pre- 
mier Lloyd George that France's credits 
were^cut to practically zero. 
The mis- 


trust arising from this suggestion of indif- 
ference to France's rights oK.the part of 
Great Britain, explains, in connection 
with the incDmpetency of the German gUv- 
ernnient. and the chicanery of the German 
industrialists and profiteers, the decision 
of France to take possession of the Ruhr. 


* Should the Bonar Law administration 


believe, 
after 
reading the Marquis of 


Crew's memorandum 
of M. Poincare's 


conversation, that injustice has been done 
to France, there is a possibility that 
Great Britain and France may act again 
in effective concert. Joint action by these 
powers probably would bring the German 
government to such terms as would ex- 
pedite evacuation of the Ruhr district 
and bring about the much-desired under- 
standing among all the strong nations on 
the continent. 


QUESTIONING METHODS OF THE 


PRESS 


A New York publisher of financial 


statements and a western university pro- 
fessor took occasion in public adddrcsses. 
in the past two weeks, to criticize the 
items published in the daily press. 
The 


Xew York publisher declared tjjat the 
newspapers did not give any true or reli- 
able information about economic' and po- 
litical conditions prevailing iu Europe, 
and their dispatches from foreign capitals 
were only gossipy matter of no import- 
ance. 
The university professor said that 


cable messages from Europe were written 
in 1he editorial rooms of the daily press. 
A few Avords. he explained, were wired 
to this country, and from this meager fa- 
bric the long news articles were con- 
structed. 


The metropolitan newspapers, especial- 


ly those having representatives in the ca- 
pitals of Europe, have taken the trouble 
to disprove the assertions made by the 
university 
professor. 
Strangely, 
the 


charges made by the publisher have not 
been noticed. 
- Sonic unique ideas regarding newspa- 
pers are disseminated now and then, aud 
it i.1^surprising that so many of them ori- 
ginate Avith men who should not only 
know better, but should reason better. Tt 
is ridiculous for any one to say that cable 
messages from Europe are "\rritten in the 
United States and that correspondents 
neglect to transmit important and signi- 
ficant news items. 


The press must be.reliable, in these 


days. 
It, cannot simply he entertaining, 


it miibt be informative. 
In fact, it must 


be instructive in the first place, and cn- 
l<M'taijiiug 
only in a secondary way. 


Papers keep up keen rivalry in their ef- 
forts to publish all the news, all the cor+ 
rect news. 
Circulation depends on the 


comprehensiveness and reliability of the 
news. 
The facilities undertaken by the 


American press to secure news abroad arc 
second to none, not even fhosc of the gov- 
ernment, nor the men AV!IO gather and 
transmit, this news inferior to the repre- 
sentatives of the government abroad.

The muscles overlying' such an acut 
inflammation as appendicitis are in tonic contrai 
tion. The muscle, spasm in tetanus ("lockjaw") i 
tonic; *the spasm or convulsion of epilepsy is clonk 
The muscular contraction in chorea (St. Vitus dance 
ar<? clonic. 


A tonic is anything: which increases tone in a 


organ or overcomes relaxAion, weakness or debi 
ity-

Anything that happens to be good for what ails 


you when you are' debilitated, is a tonic, although 
I don't think what a man is conventionally supposec 
to talce in such circumstances has any such effect. 


As for medicines, the one which-many sufferers 


from real or imaginary .heart weakness so fre 
quently abuse, without a thought about whose boat 
they are in, is strychnin. 
Strychnin convulsions— 


too often demonstrated by children in households 
where this drug is abused—are tonic like ^hose ol 
lockjaw, but the breathing muscles are chiefly in- 
volved and their rigid contraction prevents breath- 
ing and induces asphyxia; the heart muscle is little 
affected. Indeed. th««re is very little ground for the 
notion that strychnin is a tonic; it is absurd to im- 
agine that frequent or habitual resort to strychnin 
will keep a weak or diseased heart working right. 
Strychnin is a stimulant to breathing, in serious ill- 
nesses or emergencies when the respiration fails, 
but it cannot be considered a heart tonic. 


Digitalis and several other drugs of the same class 


act as a heart tonic in certain disease conditions 
when administered in suitable doses and at proper 
intervals for individual requirements. 
These heart 


tonics are capable of doing real harm when taken in- 
discriminately, for they aggravate some 
disease 


conditions. So unless one is unconcerned about the 
fate of the boat it is well to leave digitalis to the 
judgment of one's own doctor. 
' 


Exercise is the real heart tonic, after all. In the 


most successful treatment for various kinds oC heart 
impairment first re.st, later gradually increasing dos- 
es of exercise, build reserve power and diminish the 
liability to heart, failure. 
If the exercise is accom- 


panied by enjoyment, so much the better, although 
in grave cases only passive movements and the 
simplest of active movements in bed or chair may 
be necessary at first.

$550,000 still are indefinite. 


The first step toward disposing of 


the bonds is to'secure a legal opinion 
of the council's procedure, which can 
be obtained either from the state at- 
torney general or from bonding at- 
torneys. This opinion is demanded 
by bonding'houses. 


Should the city apply to the attor- 


ney general for an Indorsement, It 
will forward a copy of the council 
proceedings telling of the council's 
action on the proposed bond issue, up- 
on which the attorney general will 
.conduct an investigation to determine 
whether the bonds are legally issued. 


NEED IvEGAI^INDORSEMENT 
The other procedure is to obtain a 


legal indorsement from a bc/nding at- 
torney. An indorsement has already 
been secured from the attorney for 
the board of education. Whether the 
attorney general's indorsment 
also 


will be requested, has not yet been de- 
cided. 


The next step will/be to advertise 


for bids from bonding houses on the 
Bale of bonds. Should the bonds bring 
in less than the par value, the city 


„ will not be permitted 
to enter into 


contract in the matter. It is likely 
that no building contract will be en- 
tered into until money has accrued 
from the sale of the bonds.

When 
the bonds are 
offered for 


Bale, they will bear the date .of Dec. 
1, 1922, and will bear interest from 
that date. In tho sale of bonds this 
interest will be added tp the par val- 
ue of the bonds, however. Interest will 
tee paid at the rate of 4% per cent

Babson Relates Result Of Per- 


sonal Observations In Great 
Northeastern Manufacturing 
Area—Paper In Demand 


This is the first of a series of eight

(he findings of Roger H. Babson, head 
of Babson's Statistical Organization, 
Inc., in a tour of investigation he now 
Ls completing to ail business centers of 
tlta United States. Hie next will deal 
with north Atlantic states. The re.

middle eastern states, Mississippi val- 
ley, northwestern states, south Atlant- 
ic states, the south and the Pacific 
coast.) 


WeUesley Hills, .Mass.—Roger W. 


Babson, at the beginning of each year, 
makes a personal trip of inspection 
throughout the United States, compar- 
ing actual conditions with those re- 
flected by the statistics. Although his 
trip covering some 30 states und 26 
leading cities is not yet complete, his 
findings in New England as outlined 
in authentic statement given Satur- 
day shows that section of the country 
in good condition. 


"The business depression which has 


been moving like a storm wave across 
the United States during tho past two 
years," says Mr. Babson, " started in 
1919

to really suffer.

and unemployment 
was 
prevalent 


throughout the states of Maine, «Ke\v

any other section—with the possible 
exception of the 
south—experienced 


trouble. New England was in the midst 
of a business depression. In accord 
anco with the law of action and reac 
tion, New England would, therefore 
bo the first to recover. Improved con 
ditions, therefore, mado their appear 
ance late in 1921. If it had not been 
for the textile strikes of last year, 1923 
would have been a very good year for 
most of this section. Owing, however 
to these textile strikes—which were 
not settled until the latter part of the 
year—New England business has heU 
back.
